The key to the President’s plan to lift many o ut o f 
po v erty is his pro po sed aid to the wo rking po o r, 
I* o r 
the first time, marg inal earners will be elig ible fo r aid. 
They as well as families no w o n relief wo uld receiv e a 
basic inco me g uarantee. 
It will include an incentiv e to 
wo rk so that a head o f a family no t o nly will no t be 
penalized fo r earning , but will be rewarded by being 
allo wed to earn a certain sum witho ut lo ss o f his g uar­ 
antee. 
But after inco me ex ceeds a specified limit, the basic 
g uarantee wo uld be reduced by a percentag e o f earned 
inco me. 
A family o f fo ur wo uld wind up with mo re 
mo ney , fro m earning s and fro m aid, than tho se who 
simply take relief and earn no thing . 
The minimum 
g uaranteed inco me and wa g es co uld be the difference 
between a bare ex istence and a fairly co mfo rtable o ne. 
It sho uld stimulate many to wo rk and ev entually perhaps 
leav e the relief ro lls. 
The plan will be supplemented by federal rev enue- 
sharing . ano ther first. 
Instead o f channelling mo ney to 
the states fo r specific purpo ses, a sum will g o fro m the 
Treasury to the sta tes with few string s attached. 
In v iew o f the tax cutting mo o d o f Co ng ress, the 
Administratio n is reco nciled to starting rev enue sharing 
o n a small sca le. 
Once it is o n the law bo o ks, cities 
and sta tes will beco me po werful cla ima nts fo r federal 
funds fo rev er after, perhaps fo r a larg e part o f the an­ 
nual increa se in federal tax es, which no w runs to $10 
billio n a y ear. 
The v irtue o f rev enue-sharing is that 
ev entually it sho uld help reduce the federal establishment.

It was the mo st effectiv e lo bby in this 
field ev er seen. 
The Ho use Appro priatio n Co mmittee had v o ted $123 
millio n mo re than the President’s budg et fo r educatio n. 
Demo cra ts o n the Ho use Educatio n and Labo r Co m­ 
mittee added ano ther $8 9 4 millio n.

added $1 billio n plus sev en millio n.

While the co ffers o f this fund swelled, benefits paid 
decreased by $60 millio n last y ear as co mpared to 19 67 . 
Yet rates fo r unemplo y ment insurance paid by emplo y ­ 
ers remained statio nary o r increased. 
New Yo rk and New J ersey are co ntemplating a cut 
in the emplo y er tax fo r unemplo y ment co mpensatio n. 
That seems o nly just to reliev e emplo y ers o f so me o f the 
burden o f do ing business when hig h rates are no t needed.
